Hospital boss says ‘I quit’ 
over plans for a merger

THE chief executive of Northampton General 
Hospital resigned just hours after announc¬ 
ing plans which could see it merge with 
Kettering’s health facility. 

In a letter to staff on Tuesday he said that 
having already been involved in a merger 
elsewhere he did not want the 'prospect’ of 
doing it again. 

Dr Gerry McSorley (pictured far right) made 
his decision public a few hours after a joint 
statement was issued by NGH and KGH about 
plans to ‘work more closely together’. 

The Boards have said that plans are ‘up to 
and including’ a full merger of both hospital’s 
Trusts. 

It comes as the Healthier Together review is 
proposing reducing some services across five 
hospitals in the region, including the two in 
Northamptonshire, Milton Keynes, Luton & 
Dunstable and Bedford. 

It is looking at providing more specialist 
services on fewer sites and it is thought that 
KGH could be most at risk of losing services at 
the end of the review. 

Staff at both trusts have been informed and 
their chairmen have written to local MPs. 

Both hospitals have been keen to stress that 
‘all options’ are being looked at and a decision 
is not ‘pre-determined’. 

Dr McSorley, who took up his post two years 


ago, told staff: ‘For me though I have had to 
make a difficult personal decision on the 
future. 

‘As a chief executive I feel that almost my 
entire senior career has been engaged in 
similar processes of significant partnership 
working leading to pre-merger and then to full 
merger with other hospitals. 

‘In my last post before joining NGH I was 
also involvedin the transfer ofHinchingbrooke 
Hospital to the private sector. 

‘When I came to NGH it was with the hope 
that I would be able to concentrate my efforts 
on one place without the prospect of doing 


this all over again. But as I have said, I think 
that it is both desirable and essential for the 
hospitals to undertake this work. 

‘However, as a result, I have made the 
decision to leave my post as CEO at NGH at the 
beginning of March. 

‘I am doing so in clear knowledge of the 
process involved and not the outcome. 

‘I do so with sadness as this was not my plan 
when I came to NGH but believe this to be the 
right decision for me, and that the partner¬ 
ship talks are the right decision for both hos¬ 
pitals.’ 

KGH’s chief executive Lorene Read said: 



“Many patients will be aware that Kettering 
and Northampton hospitals already do a lot of 
work together around certain specialities and 
treatments. 

“For example, we run the county’s 24/7 emer¬ 
gency cardiac service and Northampton runs 
the emergency stroke service. 

“At a time when health services are under 
considerable pressure the next obvious step is 
to consider how we can take this principle for¬ 
ward and develop it more broadly. 

“However it is important to remember we are 
only in the very early stages of looking at how

this might work so it is too early to say 
what sort of options might be viable. 

“We also need to look at how any joint 
working might fit with the themes 
emerging from the regional Healthier 
Together review of which both Trusts 
are still active partners.” 

MPs Peter Bone (Wellingborough and 
Rushen), Andy Sawford (Corby and East 
Northamptonshire) and Philip 
Hollobone (Kettering) jointly issued a 
statement after the announcment about 
the proposals. 


It said: As the MPs representing the 
north of the county we offer our support 
to the county’s two general hospitals as 
they look to find better ways to work 
together. 

'We believe that collaboration between 
hospitals and with primary care provid¬ 
ers across the county can bring signifi¬ 
cant benefits to our constituents.

Parents in court charged 
with murder of baby boy

THE parents accused of the murder 
of their seven-week-old son have 
appeared in court. 

Northampton Crown Court heard 
on Friday morning that 23-year-old 
Adam Kightley and Jacqueline 
Parker, 21, intended to plead not 
guilty. 

No pleas were entered at the 
preliminary hearing. Judge Rupert 
Mayo said a trial would likely take 
place in the autumn. 

Jamie, (pictured right) of London 
Road, Northampton, died just five 
days before he was two months old. 
The court was told he suffered severe 
injuries which led to his death includ¬ 
ing rib fractures and hemorrhaging. 

The pair, Mr Kightley of Newcombe 
Road, Northampton, and Miss Parker 
of London Road, Northampton, are 
each charged with Jamie’s murder 
and another count of causing Jamie’s 
death by allowing, or being aware of, 
significant risk of serious physical 
harm to him. 

A plea and case management hear¬ 
ing will take place in May. They were 
both remanded into custody. 



Centre put into receivership 
- but it’s business as usual 



A SHOPPING centre has 
been placed into receiv¬ 
ership - but businesses 
have been told there will 
no affect on them. 

Weston Favell shopping 
centre in Billing Brook 
Road, Northampton, will 
now wait for a buyer to be 
sought.

She said: “It is very 
much business as usual at 
Weston Favell Centre. 

“The centre is anchored 


by Tesco Extra and is 
trading well. 

“At this stage nothing 
will change with no effect 
to businesses or jobs. 
We’re reviewing the strat¬ 
egy and will be engaging 


with the tenants and pub¬ 
lic on site.” Receivership 
is a process started by a 
company’s bank, or other 
creditor, who has lost 
confidence in a firm’s 
ability to repay its debts.

county. 

On the organisation’s Facebook 
page, people took to express their 
disappointment, while many 
said they hoped it would get back 
off the ground for next year. 

Becky Laura Bird said: “This is a 
great shame as it was becoming a 
great event in Northampton¬ 
shire’s social calendar.” 

In a statement Mr Greenway 
said: “It is with great regret that 
the decision has been made to 
cancel the Beer Festival for 2013. 

“Within the county we have 
1,300 CAMRA members but 


unfortunately very few are 
active. 

“With ever-decreasing num¬ 
bers of active members we are 
unable to form a committee to 
help with the planning of the 
Beer Festival and I am no long¬ 
er prepared to take sole respon¬ 
sibility for it. 

“The health and safety impli¬ 
cations are now beyond the 
capabilities of the branch and 
we need to have a rethink on 
how best to go forward if we 
are to hold future events. 

“Without professional 
expertise we leave ourselves 
vulnerable to insurance 
claims. 


Man’s ‘glassing’ conviction is overturned 


A MAN convicted of glassing another 
punter during a village pub brawl has 
been freed after judges ruled he did not 
receive a fair trial. 

Robin Alan Charlesworth, 20, of Grove 
Farm Close, Long Buckby, was jailed for 
three and a half years. He was convicted 
of wounding and affray at Northampton 
Crown Court in December 2011. 

Mr Charlesworth was found guilty of 
smashing a glass into the face of Steven 


Cantrill at the King’s Head in Long 
Buckby - despite no witness, not even 
the victim, having seen who was respon¬ 
sible. Lord Justice Treacy, sitting with Mr 
Justice Simon and Sir David Clarke, 
upheld the appeal and overturned Mr 
Charlesworth’s wounding conviction. 

Lord Treacy said Mr Charlesworth had 
been drinking with others when a fight 
broke out between drinkers at the pub at 
about lam on January 22, 2011. 


Mr Charlesworth denied the attack but 
failed to convince the jury when he was 
tried alongside three other men. 

On appeal, his lawyer argued the trial 
judge had failed to properly direct the 
jury on potentially prejudicial evidence 
heard as part of the case against one of 
his co-accused. 

Mr Charlesworth will now be freed 
after the judge refused to order a retrial 
on the wounding count.

MP Binley stands 
up for rail users

BRIAN Binley has sent 
an open letter to the 
Department of Transport 
raising his concerns 
about rail services in 
Northampton. 

In writing to the Rt 
Honourable Patrick 
McLoughlin MP, 

Northampton South MP 
Mr Binley questioned 
London Midland’s 
increase in fares. 

Between October and 
December last year 
almost 1,000 services 
were affected after a 
shortage of drivers. 

Last month the compa¬ 
ny announced it was to 
offer free travel in com¬ 
pensation for poor ser¬ 
vice. 

A Department for 
Transport study has 
revealed that the line 
between London Euston 
and Birmingham New 
Street, which passes 
through Northampton, is 
in the top 30 per cent of 
overcrowded trains in the 
country. 


The 18:13 train from 
Euston has a ‘load factor’ 
of 162 per cent. 

In his role as chairman 
of Northampton Rail 
Users’ Group he said: 
‘Clearly there is no rela¬ 
tionship between price 
paid and performance. 

‘The relationship 
between rewards and 
performance in a system 
that allows the franchise 
holder to increase fares 
by such large amounts 
and extend the franchise 
for two years at the very 
time thousands of trains 
are being cancelled and 
the service provision is 
reduced is difficult, if not 
impossible, to find.’ 

Mr Binley also raised 
issues over the HS2 in 
Northampton. 

Phase One of the route, 
which would go from 
London to Birmingham, 
would see a new line 
being built through the 
south of the county. 

It has come under much 
criticism, especially from 
South Northamptonshire 
MP Andrea Leadsom. 

The second phase of the 


route was announced on 
Monday. The preferred 
route of phase two goes 
north from Birmingham 
along two branches, with 
new stations at Toton 
near Nottingham, 
Sheffield, Leeds, 

Manchester and 

Manchester Airport. 

He wrote that HS2 line 
should be used as an 
‘essential mechanism’ to 
free up capacity on the 
West Coast Mainline, 
providing a better service 
for Northampton. 

He said: ‘This is not a 
tenable case for 
Northampton, support 
for HS2 has always been 
conditioned on the 
premise of positive bene¬ 
fits for both rail passen¬ 
gers and the economy of 
Northampton and chang¬ 
es to the specification 
must be made to ensure 
this. 

‘A good starting point 
for this would be a revised 
service specification as 
set out in the transport 
plan produced by 
Northamptonshire 
County Council.’

In 2003 Bedford Borough 
Council began a restoration 
project to make a feature of the 
remains of the town’s castle. 


Northampton Borough Council, 
Northamptonshire County Council, 
West Northamptonshire 
Development Corporation, 

Friends of Northampton Castle 
and the Churches Conservation 
Trust are working on similar 
plans. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “Our town has 
witnessed so many major events, 
and even been a seat of power for 
the kings and queens of England. 

“The story of Northampton is 
fascinating, and the heritage 
gateway will bring all of this 
together for residents and 
visitors who want to discover 
our past. 


“It was really interesting and 
they have obviously done a lot of 
work there. The Bedford site is a 
bit bigger but we want to show 
Northampton’s history through 
the railway station and put it into 
a proper setting and context. 

“It was a very useful visit to see 
how they managed to overcome 
issues they faced and to learn 
how we could do something 
similar without those problems.” 

Cllr Jim Harker, leader of the 
county council, said: “We are 
pleased to be leading the way in 
promoting the Heritage Gateway 
to Northampton, sponsoring both 
the new Castle Station and the 
historical regeneration of 
Northampton Castle itself.” 


PCC’s £ 123 m vow to 
make force the best

‘SIGNIFICANT’ investments will 
be made in child protection, 
anti-terrorism and ‘drug eradi¬ 
cation’ by the police, the Police 
and Crime Commissioner has 
announced. 

In revealing his plans for the 
£123 million budget, Adam 
Simmonds vowed to make 
Northamptonshire ‘the brightest 
and best police force in the 
country’. 

He plans to set up an Office of 
Drug Eradication which will 
work with other agencies to tack¬ 
le drugs in the county. 

Mr Simmonds said: “I want to 
make sure those without a voice 
are heard and will therefore set 
up the Victims’ Commission. 

“There is a high-cost for polic¬ 
ing that happens in the back¬ 
ground, like anti-terrorism, and 
I want to make sure that gets 
what it deserves. 

“I will not raise council tax. I 
don’t expect hard-pressed fami¬ 
lies to pay more. 

“There will be no fewer police 
officers in Northamptonshire. 
The figure will remain at 1,220, 
obviously altering slightly if and 
when people retire. 

“There were plans to increase 
this over the next four years to 
1,600 but there is no additional 
funding for this. It was a fantasy 
to reach this figure. 

“I will create a reservist force, 
which will be first of its kind in 
country. It will essentially be like 


a job, people will apply, get paid 
and will be expected to use their 
police powers when asked by the 
Chief Constable. 

“I’m hoping we can get 20-30 
people in the first year. 

“I will also expand the numbers 
of special constables.” 

The drugs eradication team 
will launch a pilot scheme in one 
town to assess the impact on the 
community, with the view to 
introduce ideas across the force. 


He said: “We need to figure out 
why people get on drugs in the 
first place. 

“This county has one of the 
highest drug-related crime out¬ 
side of the cities such as London 
and Greater Manchester.” 

He will also push ahead with 
plans for the police to move out 
of Wootton Hall, as revealed in 
the Herald & Post last November. 

He will meet with the Police 
and Crime Panel on Tuesday.

WHEN Neil Armstrong became 
the first man to set foot on the 
moon little did a county school¬ 
teacher expect it would provide 
the spark which would lead to 
the birth of the Northants 
Amateur Astronomers. 

The Apollo 11 mission in 1969 
was watched by millions of 
people around the world. One of 
them was 31-year-old Nick 
Freville who was teaching in 
Bedfordshire at the time. 

As a result of this momentous 
event, he soon found his head 
turning towards the heavens 
and for him stargazing became a 
new way of life. 

It wasn’t until 13-years later 
when Nick had built up enough 
information about astronomy he 
decided he would start teaching 
other people about his hobby. 

He said: “My interest in astron¬ 
omy dates back to the early 
seventies when I first went to an 
evening class on the subject and 
became hooked. 

“It was only in 1982 I decided I 
would attempt to give an even¬ 
ing class in astronomy at Latimer 
Comprehensive School, in 
Kettering. 

“However, on the first night of 
opening there was only myself 
and three others and this was 
not viable. 

“It was then that I decided that 
we should form a local society 
and it was at this point that I 


became chairman, Sefton 
Ganney treasurer, Richard 
Phillips secretary and the 
remaining person would be a 
committee member. 

“From that moment the society 
was formed. 

“Richard Phillips drew up the 
first constitution naming us the 
Kettering and District Amateur 
Astronomers Society (KDAAS).” 

In the next 30 years, the club 
has grown and developed in 
many ways with a name change 
happening so it became the 
NorthantsAmateurAstronomers 
and encompassed the whole of 


the county. Nick who is now 74, 
and President of the club, said: “I 
never thought when I began the 
society 30 years ago it would still 
be going now. 

“I never looked this far ahead 
and just took each day as it came 
along. 

“We now hold meetings at 
different venues in the north of 
the county but we attract 
people from Northampton, 
Wellingborough and Corby. 

“We are a Northamptonshire 
group and at the moment we 
have 35 people who regularly 
attend.” The group gather in

Newton Field near Geddington 
where they study the stars 
outside. 

They turn what they learn in 
text books into being able to read 
the night sky and accurately 
pin-point the different planets 
and solar systems. 

One of their early star spotting 
sights was in what is now Carina 
Road in Kettering. 

This was before the A14 was 
built and the Tesco store was 
even a glimmer in an architect’s 
eye. It was at this spot to where 
the group invited members of 
the public to come and witness 


the appearance of Halley’s 
Comet, which appeared over 
Britain in 1986. 

This event, which was well pub¬ 
licised in the press, caused a large 
number of people to join these 
amateur astronomers and get a 
glimpse of this rare phenomenon. 

The comet comes near the 
earth every 75-76 years and its 
next appearance will be in 2061. 

Nick said: “A number of our 
members turn up for these 
evenings.

and powerful telescopes.” Nick 
did not think astronomy carried 
with it a ‘nerdy badge’ but one of 
the things it did get criticised for 
was not having enough women 
getting involved in this science. 

Nick explained this was not 
true in their club as they have a 
number of female astronomers 
and everyone who came along 
had an enjoyable time.

Visible rural policing is vital 

LAST week the Countryside Alliance held a 
Rural Forum with Adam Simmonds, the new 
Northamptonshire Police and Crime 
Commissioner, at the Old School Bistro at

The Countryside Alliance will continue to 
communicate with Mr Simmonds and his 
team as his term as Police & Crime 
Commissioner gets under way and we look 
forward to tackling rural crime in 
Northamptonshire together.

Concern over jobs for youths 

AS we begin this new year, many of the East 
Midlands young people are still without work. 

The headline rate of unemployment has 
thankfully come down recently but official 
estimates suggest it could go up again over the 
next year. 

It’s a tough time for young people across the 
whole of the UK. 

The Prince’s Trust Youth Index has revealed 
that one in ten young people in the East 
Midlands (nine per cent) feel they cannot cope 
with day-to-day life. Tellingly, the young 
unemployed are significantly more likely to 
feel this way. 

Here in the East Midlands we are becoming 
increasingly concerned about the number of 
young, long-term unemployed. Indeed the 
number of 16 to 24 year-olds claiming 
Jobseekers’ Allowance for more than six 
months in the East Midlands has more than 
tripled since before the recession. 

Many young people who come to our youth 
charity for help report feelings of isolation, 
depression and anxiety due to being out of 
work. Quite simply, we cannot afford to put 
them on hold for another year. 

There is much to do in 2013 to guide the most 
vulnerable young people in the East Midlands 
into jobs - but, working with employers, agen¬ 
cies and local government, we can increase 
the number of young lives we change.

‘Get Royal Mail 
site developed’

A COUNCILLOR is call¬ 
ing on the borough coun¬ 
cil to step in to help rede¬ 
velop the old Royal Mail 
sorting office. 

Cllr Les Marriott wants 
Northampton Borough 
Council to do all it can to 
get a developer interested 
in the site. 

Planning permission 
was granted for a super¬ 
market to be built on the 
site on Barrack Road, 
Northampton, but Tesco, 
who were initially inter¬ 
ested, pulled out. 

Cllr Marriott said the 
now derelict building had 
become an ‘eyesore’. 

Cllr Marriott said: “I 
think the Borough 


Council needs to try to 
do more to get this site 
sorted. 

“It has now become the 
biggest eyesore in the 
town, especially for 
Semilong residents. For 
almost ten years now it 
has been standing there 
empty, attracting litter 
and vandalism. 

“Semilong Community 
Forum has had contact 
with Royal Mail about the 
site but we need our local 
authority more involved 
to try to get things pro¬ 
gressing more quickly. 

“I raised this issue at full 
Council by saying it is 
perceived that the regen¬ 
eration of this site is not 
being pursued with as 
much vigour as other 
town centre sites and I 


urge the Cabinet to take 
swift action. 

“It was highly regretta¬ 
ble that Tesco pulled out 
but there is still planning 
permission in place for a 
supermarket.” 

Cllr David Mackintosh, 
leader of the council, 
said: “It would be great to 
see something happen 
quickly. 

“The borough council 
doesn’t own the site. 
Planning permission was 
given to Tesco but they 
unfortunately pulled out. 

“We have regular talks 
with Royal Mail and I 
would love to see some¬ 
thing happen there 
quickly and regenerate 
that part of Northampton 
but it is not our gift to do 
so.” 


Call for bins to be picked up by council 


OPPOSITION councillors 
are calling for the town’s 
bin service to be put back 
into the council’s hands 
after problems with it 
being outsourced. 

Councillor Terry Wire, 
right, of Northampton’s 
Labour party said ‘ongo¬ 
ing’ problems with the ser¬ 
vice, provided by 
Enterprise, meant resi¬ 
dents were losing confi¬ 
dence in it. 

A report released last 
October highlighted issues 
with the service. 

Cllr Wire, leader of the 
Labour party, said: “The 
fiasco over Christmas 
collections is the latest in 
a long list of disasters. 

“If Labour is elected with 
a majority at the next 
Borough Council election 
in May 2015 we will seri¬ 
ously look at whether this 
service should be brought 



back in-house. Like the 
rest of the residents in this 
town the Labour Group is 
rapidly losing confidence 
in this contract. 

“A fresh face and change 
may be the best way 
forward. 

“Obviously the current 
weather situation is the 


exception; however it 
doesn’t excuse the previ¬ 
ous inept performances.” 

Leader of the council Cllr 
David Mackintosh said: “I 
am monitoring Enterprise. 
There were problems 
related to the weather 
which haven’t helped the 
situation. 

“There have been prob¬ 
lems with the contract and 
we have imposed fines on 
Enterprise and I will moni¬ 
tor this very closely. 

“The Liberal Democrats 
brought this in with a 
seven year contract in 
2011 and to pull out of the 
contract would be very 
expensive. 

“To bring it back in- 
house would be very 
expensive and I look 
forward to seeing Labour’s 
draft budget and how 
they would finance doing 
that.”

WHILE you are wrapped up 
snug and warm in bed tonight 
spare a thought for those 
who are spending their night 
on the cold streets. 

For many, this evening is 
another night without a bed, or 
a home, but thankfully there is 
some relief and comfort waiting 
for them at the Hope Centre. 

The facility, at Oasis House on 
Campbell Street, Northampton, 
caters for up to 100 people a day 
who take shelter and food. 

And it has more than 1,000 
people registered with the 
service. 

In the comfort of the centre, 
people can get hot food, some 
company and help and advice. 

Community fundraiser Sue 
Wright said the service has had 
to provide for more people since 
this cold snap took hold a 
couple of weeks ago. 

She said: “With the cold 
weather people will come in. 

“We are having around 20 
people come in and stay 
overnight. 

“We turn the day centre into 
an area where people can sleep 
at the moment and will keep 
doing that for the foreseeable 
future while the weather is how 
it is. 

“At the end of the day, we are a 
warm place where people can 
come and have some food and 
meet others. 


“There is a social aspect to the 
day centre and people do 
develop relationships with 
others who come here.” 

She explained that town 
centres always have more 
people sleeping rough as urban 
areas tend to be slightly warmer 
than those out in the country¬ 
side. 

The Hope Centre sees people 
from all ages and at the moment 
is used by people between the 
ages of 18 and 80. 

The gender divide is quite 
strong with more homeless men 
in Northampton than women. 

“There are a whole host of 
reasons for people being home¬ 
less. 


We have people who come to 
us who are very skilled workers. 

“But they struggle financially, 
or lost their jobs, and this sends 
them into a downward spiral. 

“Unfortunately we do have 
people who come to us who 
have addictions and while we 
don’t offer specific facilities for 
them we do point them in the 
right direction if they want 
help.” 

It is not just those sleeping 
‘rough’ who use the Hope 
Centre but also those who are 
classed as homeless by the 
council. 

Tomorrow, up to 100 people 
will be raising money for the 
centre by sleeping at St Giles

Per 
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Campaign 
stepped up 
over plan for 
220 homes

A CAMPAIGN against a 220 
home development in 
Silverstone is hotting up. 

A public inquiry is due to be 
held next week (February 
5-13) and Silverstone resi¬ 
dents will be putting up signs 
across the village to show 
how they feel about the plans. 

The development was 
refused planning permission 
by South Northamptonshire 
Council and was opposed by 
more than 90 per cent of 
residents in a survey. 

Councillor Dermot 
Bambridge said: “This plan¬ 
ning application was refused 
by South Northamptonshire 
District Council for a large 
number of policy and other 
reasons, but not least that 
Silverstone residents have 
clearly voiced their opposi¬ 
tion to it. 

“The people of Silverstone 
have accepted recent develop¬ 
ments, including more than 
100 houses and a solar farm, 
without any opposition, but 
this is just too much and the 
vast majority have said no. 

“The fear is that their wish¬ 
es and demands are over¬ 
looked and that the village 
will suffer from a much 
unwanted 24 per cent 
increase in size.” 

Cllr Bambridge is also con¬ 
cerned at the impact the 


houses would have on 
Formula 1 events held at the 
racetrack. 

He added: “Putting about 
550 or so new residents as 
close as 900 metres to the 
world-famous race track 
could be disastrous. 

“There is a growing con¬ 
sciousness of environmental 
issues in our society today. 
Noise and nuisance com¬ 
plaints are on the increase in 
many places and can have a 
serious effect on businesses.” 

Resident Kevin Broadhurst, 
pictured above with Cllr 
Bambridge, said: “We have 
accepted recent develop¬ 
ments but we do not want 
any more large development 
in Silverstone and not least 
any built on open country¬ 
side adjacent to the village. 

“Mr Cameron made a clear 
commitment in his state¬ 
ment and we are passionate 
in our demand that he keeps 
his word to us. 

“It is easy to assume that 
Silverstone is large because it 
is so well known but we have 
only about 950 homes in our 
community so a further 220 
houses is a massive increase 
that we most definitely do 
not want. Such a develop¬ 
ment is not sustainable and 
will ruin the character of our 
special village.” 

The final decision will be 
made by Secretary of State 
Eric Pickles. 


Murder charge for three over death of Northampton tattooist 


THREE men have been charged 
with the murder of Joe Kent. 

Joe, 24, died at Milton Keynes 
Hospital on January 15, after 
being assaulted outside the 
Xscape building in MK in the 
early hours of January 13. 

Mr Kent (pictured right) died 
the day before what would have 
been his 25th birthday. 

He ran Lucky 13 Tattoos in 
Harborough Road, Northampton. 

Samir Bostan, 25, of 
Middleton, Milton Keynes, Tariq 
Bostan, 26, of Luton, and Hamza 
Noor, 22, of Wembley, were 
charged with murder when they 
appeared before Milton Keynes 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday. 

On Monday, the trio appeared 


at Luton Crown Court. The 
three defendants appeared in 
the court in front of a packed 
public gallery. As they entered 
the dock they smiled at their 
families, and blew kisses at 
them as they were taken back 
into custody. 

The three men, who were all 
dressed in suits, spoke only to 
confirm their names. 

All three had initially been 
charged with GBH, but the 
charges were reviewed by the 
Thames and Chiltern Crown 
Prosecution Service following 
his death and they have now 
been charged with murder. 

A plea and case management 
hearing will be held at Luton 
Crown Court in April.

Like the next diesel down, the 150bhp 3, 
it’s a 2.0-litre unit and reasonably fleet, 
making 60 from rest in 8.2s on the way to 
137mph. Most British-bought V40s though 
will deliver diesel drive via a much smaller 
engine than this, the four cylinder 115bhp 

I. 6-litre unit that’s fitted to the entry-level 
D2. 

It’s no ball of fire of course - 60 takes 

II. 7s on the way to 118mph - but it’s as 
fast as most will need it to be. 

Low mileage buyers need to factor in the 
possibility of petrol power too, especially if 
they don’t like the rather clattery diesel 
noise you get on start-up. 

T3 and T4 variants use a 1.6-litre four 
cylinder unit, respectively putting out either 
150 or 180bhp, the most powerful version 
of which is good for 60 in 7.3s on the way 
to 140mph. 

If that’s not enough, there’s a flagship 
2.5-litre five cylinder T5 model putting out 
254bhp, good to flash past 60 en route to 
155mph. All models come with alloy 


wheels, electronic climate control that also 
cools the glovebox, plus leather-trim for the 
gear knob and for a steering wheel that has 
audio controls for an eight speaker stereo 
with USB and iPod inputs, operable via the 
same five-inch colour screen you can use 


to set up the Bluetooth connection for your 
phone. 

Safety-wise, there’s a world first - an 
under-bonnet airbag that springs out to 
protect a pedestrian in the event of an 
impact.

“It was a bit unexpected, but when you get out 
there it’s different to how you imagine it,” said 
Collins. “I hadn’t played at our home ground 
since the IP Morgan Sevens a couple of years ago, 
but it was nice to get in front of a home crowd and 
hear everyone cheering. 

“I’ve been sitting on the bench in this competi¬ 
tion a couple of times, but it has still been good 
experience to take things from other players like 
Ben Loden and Tom May, and taking the posi¬ 
tives.” 

Collins is another home-grown talent who has 
come through the Academy at the club. He has 
been in the Saints youth system since the age of 
14, while also gaining experience playing for 
Northampton School for Boys and Moulton 
College. 

Academy manager Alan Dickens has been over¬ 
seeing his development for the last two-and-a- 
half years, but insists the club can only take so 
much credit when it comes to bringing through 
youngsters. 

“Ultimately, it comes down to the player,” said 
Dickens. “If the player wants to succeed then 
they’re the ones we want. We provide them 
opportunities to train and play in a professional 
environment, but it is then down to them. 

“We’ve got a lot of those players coming through 
who have come from the Academy, and that’s 
what we want at Northampton Saints.” 

Alex Waller, Mike Haywood, Jamie Elliott and 
England international Courtney Lawes have all 
come off the Saints Academy production line, 
and several more are poised to fol- ^

DAVID Cardoza admits he is surprised by how 
quickly Aidy Boothroyd has transformed 
Northampton Town from League Two’s base¬ 
ment boys to promotion contenders in little 
over a year. 

The Cobblers were deep in the relegation mire 
when Boothroyd took over the reins in 
November 2011, but he guided them to safety 
and they now find themselves vying for a spot 
in League One. 

A 2-0 defeat at league leaders Gillingham on 
Tuesday evening saw Town slip back into the 
play-off places after being third, but while the 
chairman was confident of the team’s pros¬ 
pects for this season, he did not expect them to 
be quite hitting these heights. 

“We were bottom of the league with 21 points 
[last lanuary] so I was not expecting us to be 
where we are now, but I was always positive 
that we were going to do well this season,” said 
Cardoza. 

“I was a little bit surprised by how quickly 
Aidy has done it, but then he is quite a special 
guy. There are so many good things about him 
and you can see why he has had the success he 
has in the past.” 

This year’s January transfer window has been 
a much quieter one for Northampton than 12 


months ago when Boothroyd was rapidly hav¬ 
ing to rebuild the squad. 

So far, Emmanuel Oyeleke is the only new face 
at Sixfields after joining earlier this week on 
loan from League One Brentford for a month. 
The Cobblers are hoping to tie up a couple more 
deals. 

However, Boothroyd denied it would be 
Ipswich Town attacking midfielder Josh Carson 
or Swindon Town midfielder Lee Cox, who have 
both been linked with the club. 

“Josh has been training with us this week, but 
we will be monitoring him and we won’t be 
doing anything with him,” said Boothroyd. 

“Lee Cox, I don’t even I know him. I know 
[Nottingham Lorest and former Northampton 
Town striker] Simon Cox but I think he might be 
a little bit out of our price range.” 

Adebayo Akinfenwa’s rumoured move else¬ 
where has not materialised so Northampton 
remain on course to match Cardoza’s aim of 
coming out of the transfer window stronger. 

Cardoza’s aim for this season is for the 
Cobblers to reach the play-offs, but he is already 
thinking of what lies beyond and believes 
Boothroyd is the man to take them there. 

“In everything you do, you’ve got to aim as 
high as you can and if we go up this season then 
with the momentum anything can happen,” 
said Cardoza. “When we were last in League 
One there were teams like Nottingham Lorest 
and Leeds United, but there is nothing scary 
there now.”
